In “Reminiscences of Old Times ln 
Tennessee” a story is told of the good 
f a it ti nnd honor of n party of Chicka¬ 
saw Indians. While limiting one fall 
they shot u donkey, mistaking the 
creature for a wild ntilmni. They sold 
the hide, and It finally came to the 
hands of John Barnes In Llpton. 

When the Chickasaws returned to 
the region of Llpton for their annual 
hunt the next fall Barnes Invited them 
to a shooting match, the prize to lie 
the sklu of a very rare animal. 

Thirty bravos appeared at the con¬ 
test, and one of them won the prize. 
When he saw the skin he turned It 
over and said: “lia. ha! Me kill him!

We know when November arrives that t 
winter is not far off. There will be a . 
number of nice days this month, and ad- ^ 
vantage should be taken of good weather ‘ 
for repairing the houses, painting, white- j 
washing, or whatever wotk might be ^ 
necessary before real winter comes. ( 

All persons engaged in the stable and 
dairy should lie reliable and intelligent. 
Children under 12 should not be allowed 
in the stable or dairy dnriLg milking, since 
in their ignorance they might do harm, 
and from their liability to contagions 
diseases they arc more apt than older per¬ 
sons to transmit them through the milk. 

Lewis Rocsch, the veteran nurseryman, 
says the best time to plant everything ex¬ 
cept strawberries, black raspberries and 
perhaps peaches, is the fall, says from 
1 October IS until the ground freezes up. 
The next best time is as early in the spring 
as the ground is dry enough to work. In 
case the ground to be planted is exposed 
to severe winds or else is so damp as to 
heave in winter ail stock had better be 
planted in spring.

Peach, cherry and plum stones should [ 
he spread thin on high, dry ground in 
narrow rows and then covered with about 
C> inches of tine earth, with a little trench 
on each side of the row to draw off the 
surface water. After the ground freezes 
a little line horse manure may be spread 
over the frozen ground. If too much is 
used it will make a harbor for mice and 
and rats. Apple seed may be sown in 
the same way, but will need a heavier 
covering. These seed will sprout and 
take root as soon as the weather turns 
mild, when they should be taken up and 
planted out in rows. 

Hardly a rocky hillside in New Eng¬ 
land but might tie made a gold mine, in¬ 
creasing in value yearly. 

To insure this, there must tie prepara¬ 
tion of the soil, study of the subject of 
fertilization to make certain a steady, 
not over rapid growth. Cultivation must 
be kept up, and it is well to grow a crop 
1 iu the orchard yearly for the first live 
' years, at least, to kill down the weeds 
and make the environment. If this be 
' impossible then every tree should tie 
: worked around, the eartli kept light and 
open and fertilized yearly.

It costs less to pick a green apple 
than a ripe one and as a tree lias capacity 
to bring only a given weight of fruit to 
prober maturity. The grower secures in 
increased size what he loses in number of 
apples, with the result that at harvest 
time lie has apples of much larger size 
and superior quality’ and these two tilings 
mean an increased return.

We physicians need to exercise great 
core to avoid becoming victims of im- 
|M*ltion. We ure constantly cant'd 
ui«.m for exiM-rt testimony on tlie mat¬ 
ter of claims or criminal cases where 
it often r,"quires ingenuity rather than 
professional skill to get at the truth 
As an oculist 1 was called upon to 
pass ui>«>n n matter Involving consider¬ 
able money l>etween two young women 
cousins. Kunice and Alice Jaynes. The 
ownership of n large property depend¬ 
ed upon whether a certain paper had 
tK*en written and signed by one of 
them. Eunice Jaynes claimed that she 
was totally blind and had been so dur¬ 
ing the period that It was claimed she 
signed the paper. If so. she could not 
have written nnd signed it without 
showing the fact that she was blind. 
It was claimed by tier counsel that the 
paper was n forgery. tJtlicr oculists 
lsnd examined ttie girl and signed cer¬ 
tificates tlint, she was entirely blind in 
both eyes. It was agreed that if I 
confirmed their opinion no further ef¬ 
fort would be made to Impeach her 
testimony nnd the case would bo de 
elded In lier fnvor. 

The girl did not please me. There 
was an expression on her face 1 did 
not like. Nnture provides this tell¬ 
tale expression tlint we may distin¬ 
guish the bad from the good, though 
I confess there may be counterfeit ox 
prosslons so perfect as to avoid dotoc 
tlon. On the other hand. I had seen 
her cousin nnd had at once lieen 
struck with a native honesty stamped 
on every feature of her face. Ilei 
case depended oil ms. 1 ' I decided 
that Eunice was blind I would givi 
Iht n fortune. If 1 could prove that 
Eunice could see the property would 
go to Alice. 

1 examined Eunice tirst ns to ttic 
surface of her eyes. Their condition 
was normal, hut tills did not prove 
nIic could see. I applied tests of very 
strong light. The girl did not blitik 
atul professed not to bo able to dis 
tingulsh between light nnd darkness. 

I did not believe that any one could 
stnnd tills light test without a quivei 
of a muscle. It looked as if the nerves 
of the eyes were perfectly dead. 1 
applied other tests, but did not have 
tlie confidence in them I had in the 
light test. The girl stood every one 
of them. 

I gave up trying to prove hv pro 
fcssionnl tests that Eunice Jaynes 
could Ki*e. It lookinl as if 1 must sign 
a certificate 1 lint she was stone blind 
There was no defect in the eyes, foi 
such could be discovered by any com 
potent oculist. Hut a defect of tlie 
nerve might not be detected. I asked 
her if she bad ever received a blow on 
her temple. She thought for some 
time ami said that some years before 
on going upstairs in the dark she had 
tripped, fallen and struck her head or 
the stairs in n place upon which slit 
laid her finger. It was her temple. 

1 had had cases of young men lilt 
with a baseball In that region witli a 
consequent blindness in tlie eye on 
tlie side struck. Since the nerves ol 
the eyes cross, the remaining eye Is 
liable to be affected. I asked the giri 
if she had discovered after tlie nccl 
dent any difference in tlie sight of the 
eyes. She replied that when tlie sight 
commenc'd to fall it failed in bott 
eyes at tin* same time—that is, so fai 
ns she knew. 

1 made up my mind to try one un¬ 
professional test and if she stood that 
I would sign tlie certificate of hoi 
blindness. Hut the nature of the tesl 
required witnesses, because it was un 
professional. I directed the girl tc 
come to my office next morning at a 
certain hour. I had my witnesses ir 
my consulting room and received tlie 
girl In my waiting room. I blindfold¬ 
ed her so carefully tlint I was sure she 
could not get a ray of light, placing a 
bandage over her eyes, with two fillers 
for tlie eye sockets attached. When 
this was done to my satisfaction I led 
tier into my consulting room and 
placed her in a chair before my wit¬ 
nesses. Then, taking up a mouse trai 
1 had ready, 1 took a mouse out of 1 ' 
nnd held it liy the tip of the tail dost 
to but not touching the girl's face 
Then I suddenly removed the bandage 
The Instant Eunice Jaynes saw tlit 
wriggling little rodent within a few 
inches of her face she not only drew 
away, but inton'd a slight scream. 

Where my professional skill had 
failed my knowledge of feminine in¬ 
stinct succeeded. The proof was posl 
tlve. 1 not only declined to certify that 
the girl was blind, but certified that 
she could see. Tin* witnesses also cer 
tith'd to the demonstration of fact. 

Of course the verdict was in favor ot 
Alice Jaynes and on my testimony 
The case excited a great deal of com¬ 
ment. with many thrusts at the pro¬ 
fessional tests of my brother prncti 
tloners and many compliments upon 
what were termed my “practical sens, 
and absence of professional tomfool 
cry." Tills was naturally very gratify 
lug to me. but something better was iti 
store for me. 

The day after the verdi-t ca going 
to my office I found there a erignifi- 
cent ttonquet of flowers, with a:i ac¬ 
companying card bearing the t ame ot 
Alice Jaynes. 

1 did not propose to thank the fail 
donor In a note, and the same evening 
I called upon her for the purpose. 1 
found her brimful of gratitude to me 
tor saving her property to her and ad 
nitration for my Ingenuity. When 1 
finished my cnll. which seemed to me 
to have lasted half an hour. In looking 
at my watch 1 found that it had lasted 
three hours. I am now Alice Jaynes 
husband._

PURVEYORS TO ROYALTY. 

Their Signs Constitute One of the 
Sights’of London. 

The American in London, oh his first 
visit to that marvelous city, is struck 
by the number of signs over shops 
with the royal arms painted thereon 
nud announcing that the tradesman 
is a purveyor to their majesties. Yet, 
when the matter is sifted, tlie number 
is not so large. 

Officially, according to the London 
News, there are about 200 tradesmen 
In London who hold the royal warrant 
and are entitled to use the royal arms 
as a shop sign, with the accompanying 
words, “By royal appointment." The 
royal warrant has to be received, 
sigDed and sealed in due form; other¬ 
wise, if a tradesman styles himself a 
purveyor to a member of the royal 
family without this formal permission, 
he is guilty of an offense which is 
punishable by a fine not exceeding 
£20. Moreover, be is liable to a simi¬ 
lar fine if be uses arms so nearly re- 
sembliug the royal arms as to lead 
people to believe that be is carrying on 
his business under the authority of 
royalty. Several instances have occur¬ 
red of" the enforcement of these penal¬ 
ties. 

The warrants tire exhibited iu the 
shop windows, headed by the royal 
arms and bearing the signature of 
the lord chamberlain, the comptroller 
Of the royal household, the treasurer 
of the latter, or of the master of the 
horse, etc., according to the circum

SMOKING A PIPE. 

It Is Said to Give the Face a Square 
Jawed Effect. 

"There is one question I always ask 
a man who wants a job,” remarked 
the business tnau who lias to hire sev¬ 
eral hundred men for different posi¬ 
tions each year.

’Do you smoke a pipe much?’ Of 
course the answers are various.

What is of more importance 
is that liberty of conscience, which caused 
tlie settlement of the Massachusetts colony 
lias been preserved in tlie laws of tlie 
Commonwealth and is believed in by the 
the people. 

We have great cause to be thankful 
that tlie people of this day and generation 
recognize pcculiarily their obligations to 
each other, and the strong and well-to-do 
are giving of their strength and means to 
their less fortunate neighbors. 

May all the people take some time of 
ttiis day to thank Almighty God for the 
blessings which have been so bountifully 
showered on tlie United States as a nation 
and Massachusetts as a Commonwealth.

Shoe Industry. 

Retail shoe dealers notice the effect of 
the mild weather ou sales, a falling off 
being evident. In spite of tlii.-, the fall 
sales continue in volume sufficient to keep 
retailers looking to wholesale houses for 
more stock in sizings and duplicate orders. 
Present trade consists largely of black 
goods and manufacturers are having a 
very good business. Some have several 
weeks cutting in reserve besides their cur¬ 
rent orders. Some orders call for January 
and February delivery which shows how 
the season lias been pushed ahead, for it 
is almost time for sellers of spring goods 
to have completed their work. 

The manufacturing and selling seasons 
have been sadly mixed, owing to the mis¬ 
apprehension regarding t lie probable 
prices to result from free hides. 

In spite of all tlie talk by press and sales¬ 
men that prices would be higher because 
of increased cost of production, there are 
buyers who are still looking for lower 
prices. 

Indications point to a further advance 
in prices. Some shoe manufacturers wiio 
bought leather early at lower prices than 
prevail today were able to divide tbe profit 
with their customers and make prices 
lower than present conditions warrant. 
That has helped to unsettle the future 
transactions, for buyers do not relish the 
sudden advance on orders place now. 
But hides continue to hold their strength, 
and leather can be no cheaper. Importa¬ 
tion of hides from South America have 
been light and the slaughter of domestic 
cattle in the Chicago yards lias fallen off. 
Fewer hides means a limited supply of 
leather. Cost of nails, findings, etc., is 
creeping up. It is the working of the law 
of demand and supply. 

Among leading shot manufacturers sen¬ 
timent seems to favor improving tlie 
standard of goods and putting up the 
price. The argument advanced is that, 
inasmuch as the standard lias been moving 
ahead, it is incumbent on manufacturers 
to support the standard; to make shoes 
that are not a menace to health; and that 
it is economy to put more worth into 
shoes that will cause them to wear well. 
The increase in value by the use of good 
materials warrants an increase in price 
sufficient to insure a reasonable profit, 
and at the same time give the buyer a 
good art icle. 

In times when money is in Hush supply 
and workers are earning good wages 
which are paid promptly, the shoe market 
feels tbe effect in a demand for novelties 
and high-grade goods. As soon as a 
change is experienced and money is less 
in evidence the novelties are eliminated 
and then the high-grade goods are less in 
demand. That there is a return of pros¬ 
perity is evident from the fact that re¬ 
tailers in the coal and steel sections of 
Pennsylvania are beginning to place more 
orders for novelties and good-grade shoes 
in anticipation of a returning trade. 

There is a moderate demand almost 
everywhere for tan shoes, but the general 
tendency is toward high-grade goods and 
not the medium or popular lines. The 
person who buys tans is one who can af¬ 
ford several pairs of shoes, and the best 
are always preferred. There is just 
enough of this trade in tans to keep them 
alive iD the off-season. 

Opinions are heard regarding the status 
of tans next season, and the general sent- 
ment seems to be that the better grades 
will sell belter grades will sell well and 
the cheaper grades be poor property. 
There is a steady movement of tan goods 
tot winter wear, in style according to lo¬ 
cality. Placea where snow is found in 
abundance call for high-top lines. Going 
southward the shoes decrease in height. 
—BostonfTranscript.

Advertiser’s Responsibility. 

Talking as his subject, “The Legal 
Responsibility oT the Advertiser , 
William It. Atwell. I'nitcd States district 
attorney of Tex., recently told the mem¬ 
bers of the Ad. Men’s club of that city 
some interesting facta regarding tl* uf* j 
of advertising"'for fraudulent purpose j 
and of measures being taken to drive out 
the evil. In a w av, Mr. Atwell blamed 
the public for much of the crooked work 
ami told how it might do its part iu help¬ 
ing the government exterminate it. 

In the course of his remarks, Mr. At¬ 
well said: ' -> 

“One who advertises a piece of goods to 
contain threads to the square inch, and 
ships a shoddy article containing less 
than that number of threads, has practiced 
a fraud and is liable to the purchaser. 

There can be no sort of doubt that any 
representation made by an advertiser of 
the kind, quality and fineness of liis wares 
becomes a part of liis offer to sell or trade 
as the case may be. If the purchaser 
views the article then he doubtless acts 
upon his own judgement; but if the 
defect lie latent, hidden or other¬ 
wise secreted from tlie detection of tin 
purchaser there is an implied warranty, 
upon which the swindled purchaser may 
recover. 

If a purchaser expends time ami car 
fare anti trouble to inspect an advertised 
article to lie of lesser grade than the ad¬ 
vertisement spoke, 1 have m* doubt that 
he could recover lrmn the advertiser a 
sn 111 den l sum to pay for liis time and 
trouble and car fareiu making the inspec¬ 
tion 

When one advertises an article and rep¬ 
resents its merits or quality or durability, 
and the purchaser, without view ing, relies 
upon the advertisement and buys, and 
the article proves to be worlliless'or de¬ 
fected, or of less grade than as represen¬ 
ted in the advertisement, there is no legal 
question of tlie light of tlie purchaser to 
recover. 

Congress provided in one short line for 
the establishment of post ofllces ami post 
road. F’rom this terse provision has 
sprung, by appropriate congressional ae 
lion, the vast postal system of this coun. 
try, tbe daily beneficiaries of which are 
our uinely millions of people. 

Its efficiency and the universality of its 
use render it a powerful engine for the 
use of the unscrupulous. There was 
passed some years ago a criminal slatutu 
designed for the punishment of those 
who used this magnificent public utility 
fraudulently 

Iu the last few years, however, Ameri¬ 
can ingenuity (which *s notalwav* benev- 
(»lent and good) has made such immense 
use of tlie mails for defrauding that the 
penalties of the statue have ,comc to fie 
recognized as decidedly inadequate to 
sufficiently punish this class. 

Practically every newspaper in the 
United States makes use -of tlie mails. 
Wlieii an advertiser makes representa¬ 
tions in liis advertisement, and such ad¬ 
vertisement goes to the purchaser through 
the United States mail, serious trouble 
awaits the advertiser. 

When lie knowingly misrepresents 
wliat he lias to sell and makes such mis¬ 
representations in tlie press, which he. 
know s will be carried by the postal ser¬ 
vice. he makes a prirna facie case against 
himself for having devised a scheme and 
artifice to defraud, to lie effected by the 
use and misuse of the United Stales mail. 

We must, however, lie candid ecougli 
to admit that the pickings of these frauds 
would not be so golden were it not for 
tlie desire of thc public to get something 
for as nearly nothing as possible 
If every man would realize that valn^ 
should be given for value, the life of ‘lie 
fraudulent advertiser would l>c short.”

THE C1PIT0L STATUE 


Heroic Figure That Surmounts 
the Dome In Washington.

THE MODEL WAS CHANGED. 


Jefferson Davis Objected to the Orig¬ 
inal as Designed by Crawford, and It 

Was Altered to Symbolize “Armed 

Liberty,” as It Now Stands. 

“Armed Liberty,” the splendid statue 
that crowns thc Come of the enpitol. 
Is by fftr tlie most symbolic of all the 
statues in Washington. Beautiful and 
reposeful, yet with an air of vigilance, 
It fe perhaps tlie least appreciated of 
the city’s statues, possibly because of 
its being placed at such an altitude 
that it cannot easily be studied. The 
original plans of the capltol called for 
a statue to surmount the dome, but no 
title was then given it, and compara¬ 
tively few people know the real name 
of the statue. 

Seeking this information, a Tost re¬ 
porter interrogated* a number of per¬ 
sons whose daily occupations keep 
them almost constantly beneath the 
shadow of the great statue. To the 
question “What is the name of the 
statue above tlie dome of this build¬ 
ing?” came these widely different opin¬ 
ions: 

“The name of that statue? Why, It's 
tbe Goddess of Freedom.” 

“Yes; I can tell you tlie name. It Is 
tbe Goddess of Liberty.” 

Several declared it to be tbe statue 
of Independence. Others said, “It lsnn 
Indian woman.” 

“It Is the God of Justice aud Free- 
dpui,” declared a portly man In n tone 
that defied questioning. 

“It represents an American woman, 
hut I am not sure of her name.” 

“Well, now, I never inquired what 
lady that statue commemorates," re¬ 
marked a politician from a not very 
distant state, “hut it is a fine work of 
art.” 

“It is a statue of the god of war, 
Mars.” 

“Can you tell me something about 
that statue above the dome?” was 
asked a man whose knowledge Is well 
known. 

“Why, certainly. It is a woman of 
colonial days. Can't you see the trim¬ 
ming around the mantle and the curls 
about the face? Aud the features are 
delicately molded. You see, I have 
studied tlie model at the museum. It 
surely is a woman. I think you can 
safely say it is au American woman.” 

One who always tries his best to 
help others said: "Now, all statues, as 
you know, bear the names of the peo¬ 
ple they represent, and if you will just 
step over to the library of congress I 
think you can easily find some book 
on statues that will tell you all you 
want to know. It is a woman, I am 
sure, so look for tlie female statues.” 

A younger member of tlie house re¬ 
plied to tlie question about tbe statue 
post suavely and confidingly, “It is 
tfie god of progress; you know his 
name.” Several of the colored men in 
the various parts of the building were 
nearly all quite sure it was the God¬ 
dess of Freedom! One of them knew 
fhe year, 1SG3, *when it was placed 
above the dome, and he affirmed, “It 
Is the Goddess of American Liberty 
Before the War." 

“You want to know the name of that 
statue? Well, just wnit n minute, and 
I will get it for you first baud.” And 
a most accommodating guide passed 
into the senate chambeT. Directly he 
returned. 

“That is a statue of Pocahontas." 
Every one had a different name for 
the statue, not one giving the real 
name, “Armed Liberty.” 

The statue was modeled by Thomas 
Crawford, father of the novelist, the 
late F. .Marion Crawford. It was cast 
at a Maryland foundry. Jefferson Da¬ 
vis was secretary of war when the 
model was first presented In the war 
department. Tlie statue then wore a 
liberty cap and carried a bundle of 
rods. Davis objected to the liberty 
cap as being emblematic of the 
emancipated slaves, while Americans 
were freeborn. He also thought the 
bundle of rods, suggesting the func¬ 
tions of tbe Roman lictor, bad lost its 
symbolic character. Because of these 
criticisms of Secretary Davis the mod¬ 
el was changed, and “Armed Liberty” 
was evolved. 

The statue is nine feet six Inches tall 
and weighs 14.9S5 pounds. It was put 
In'platre on Dee. 2. 1SG3. The head Is 
tlrroltn back and adorned with eagle’s 
beak nnd'plumes. Tbe right hand rests 
no a sword, and tile left -bolds an olive 
branfiU and a shield.. The mantle is 
gracefully draped and is held by a 
brooch bearing “U. S.” on its face.-The 
helmet is’ encircled \rtth stars. The 
supporting globe bears the legend “R 
PltTrtbns Unum.”—Washington Post < .

How to Patch a Canoe. 

There are several different “home¬ 
made” methods by which to repair a 
crack or leak in a canoe. Perhaps thc 
most permanent Is varnish or shellac 
and silk. Put a little varnish over the 
crack, place a small silk patch over tho 
varnish, letting It dry, then varnish or 
shellac over the silk. Two coats will 
be sufficient. If it is a varnished ca¬ 
noe, use white silk, and tlie patch can 1 
hardly be detected, tlie silk being 
transparent. Tills may be put on both 
inside and outside if necessary. White 
lead and varnish mixed well and put 
in tho crack Is also a good permanent 
repair. If on a cruise In the woods 
nnd without the necessary articles to 
make a permanent repair, get a little 
spruce gum off the trees, heat and add 
a llttle^-rease and put over the crack. 
The gtffise has a tendency to keep tho 
gum _ fpim getting very hard, and it 
will not break so easily. Tbe silk nnd 
shellac repair Is the usual remedy for 
a puncture in a canvas covered canoe. 
—Recreation.

It was also promised that lie would 
take an ordinary wine bottle, place it 
on a table in tile middle of the stage, 
get’ into' it' “In the sight of all tlie 
spectators” and effing while In Ik In 
the same issue of the newspaper was 
a second advertisement announcing 
the arrival of Signor Capitello Jum- 
pedp, “a surprising dwarf no taller 
than a tobacco pipe,” who engaged to 
perform with and oufcdo the “bottle con¬ 
jurer 1 ,”’ contorting himself In all man¬ 
ner of shapes and finally “opening his 
mouth wide nnd Jumping down his 
own throat.” ■This feat, not without 
xeason. Signor Jumpedo described as 

Aba “most wonderfulest wonder of MI 
wondgrs as ever tbe world wondered 

1 The night set fpr this jilaal display 
of ^^wonderfulest wonders” found the, 
tfiehfer packed from rbof to pit. But 
as the time passed and"the curtain re¬ 
mained- down catcalls and hisses be¬ 
gan to.be beard. Then a man In the 
pit stood up .and in a calm voice an¬ 
nounced that if double prices 'were 
paid Qte. conjurer would get into a 
pint instead of a quart bottle. At Once 
the audience realized that ‘they -were 
being"'"hoaxed. Somebody threw a 
lighted candle into a box, and this was 
the signal for a riot. Benches were 
torn up and boxes pulled down, while 
tbe timid rushed for tbe doors, with 
great loss of wigs, hats, swords and 
canes. Those who. remained, re-en¬ 
forced by roughs from outside, com- 
pletely^destroyed tbe interior of tbe 
theater and finished up by dragging 
the scenery Into the street, where it 
was burned in a huge bonfire. Nor 
was the author of this Imposture ever 
discovered, although it was commonly 
attributed cither to an actor who bad 
been discharged or to a mischievous 
nobleman bent on winning a wager.— 
New York Tribune.

two levels—the lower one for ware¬ 
houses and tlie upper for shops cr 
dwellings, but each elevation is plant¬ 
ed with trees. 

At best a city Is an exceedingly poor 
location for tree culture. Narrow 
streets, with tall buildings, exclude tlie 
life giving sunlight; asphalt or closely 
paved walks prevent the necessary 
moisture from sinking into tlie ground 
and nourishing thirsty roots, and leak¬ 
age from the gas mains Is a deadly 
poison to all vegetation. For this rea¬ 
son care should he exercised in the 
selection of the variety of trees for 
street planting In order to get tlie best 
results. In Holland time has demon¬ 
strated that tbe elm and linden should 
be placed In tbe first rank, for there 
are many examples of these species in 
Dutch towns which have withstood 
the ravages of more than two cen¬ 
turies. The elm appears to be the 
hardier of these two trees and will 
live under most adverse conditions. 

The Dutch municipalities expend 
large sums each year for the preserva¬ 
tion of their shade trees, but the re¬ 
sults amply Justify the cost for main¬ 
tenance.—Harper’s Weekly.
